When  word  got  out  that  Rochester  Police 
Officer  Bob  Lavallee  was  involved  in  a  serious 
accident  while  vacationing  in  Germany,  waves  of 
shock  traveled  throughout  an  entire  community. 
Officer  Lavallee,  a  New  Bedford  Firefighter  and  a 
part-time  Rochester  police  officer,  has  made  quite  a 
lasting  impression  with  those  people  whose  lives  he 
has  touched. 

He's  always  the  first  person  to  arrive  when 
help  is  needed;  now  a  community  is  returning  the 
favor.  An  outpouring  of  prayers  and  positive 
thoughts  have  been  wished  for  Bob's  speedy 
recovery.  Bob  has  always  given  of  himself  without 
ever  wanting  in  return.  His  co-workers  say  he 
always  has  a  kind  word  on  the  tip  of  his  tongue. 
Many  people  probably  know  him  as  the  officer  who 
"dances  in  the  street"  while  directing  traffic. 
Everyone  you  talk  to  describes  him  as  an  active,  out- 
going guy  with  an  extremely  big  heart. 

For  those  who  know  him,  it's  probably  not  a 
big  surprise  that  he  is  working  hard  toward 
recovery  in  the  week  he  has  been  in  the  Braintree 
Rehabilitation  Center  after  falling  off  a  balcony  in 
Germany.  He  arrived  back  in  the  states  last  week 
after  undergoing  back  surgery,  injuries  to  his  head 
and  brain  and  battling  pneumonia.  His  sister-in-law 
Diane  Lavallee  said  he  has  shown  many  signs  of 
improvement.  "He's  made  a  lot  of  progress  in  a 
week,"  she  said.  At  this  point  in  time,  it's  too  early 
for  a  complete  evaluation.  There  will  be  no  definite 
test  results  on  his  condition  for  at  least  a  month,  she 
said.  "In  a  short  time  he  has  made  lots  of  progress, 
he  can  sit  up  in  a  wheelchair  with  a  brace,"  she  said. 
He  doesn't  sit  around  feeling  sorry  for  himself 
either.  Diane  said  he  enjoys  investigating  his  new 
surroundings.  "He  feeds  himself,  he's  eating  very 
well,"  she  said.  He  has  a  full  recollection  of  his  life, 
except  the  tragic  accident.  "He  probably  never  will 
(remember)  the  accident,  which  is  good,"  she  added. 
Shortly  after  the  accident,  he  was  agitated  she  said. 
"His  spirits  are  much  better,  he  really  wants  to  be 
out  (of  the  hospital).  He  tries  to  convince  everybody 
to  release  him  from  his  chair,"  she  said.  Any  person 
who  comes  to  visit  him  will  probably  get  asked  to 
release  him  from  his  chair.  She  said  they  laugh 
whenever  he  tries  to  persuade  someone  new  . 

Her  husband  Moe  (Bob's  brother)  tells  Bob 
he's  going  to  take  a  class  to  learn  how  to  take  care  of

him  at  home.  "Bob  keeps  asking  him  when  he's 
going  to  take  it,"  she  said.  Just  like  the  man  who  has 
been  seen  dancing  and  hopping  around  in  the  streets 
as  a  police  officer,  he  is  still  active.  "He  never  stops 
moving,  he's  active.  His  personality  really  comes 
through,"  she  said.  His  body  has  no  paralysis  and 
he's  even  standing  for  a  couple  of  seconds.  Recently 
he  practiced  bouncing  back  and  forth  a  balloon  with 
his  niece.  "He's  got  a  little  vision  problem,  and 
holding  up  his  head  (is  difficult),"  she  said.  With 
time,  he  is  expected  to  improve.  He  suffered  a  "bad 
bruise"  to  his  brain.  "In  time  it  will  heal,"  she  said. 
His  relatives  and  friends  go  in  one  person  at  a  time 
to  visit  him.  They  try  to  speak  slowly,  not  to  confuse 
him,  she  said.  "He's  not  confused,  we  confuse  him," 
Diane  said  and  laughed.  He  enjoys  company  a  lot 
too.  Her  family  will  wheel  him  down  a  hallway 
with  a  fish  tank  in  it.  "He  tells  my  kids  the  name  of 
every  fish,"  she  said.  Bob  shares  a  special  bond  with 
her  children.  He  has  donated  time  to  many 
organizations  and  volunteered  services  whenever 
asked.  In  spite  of  his  busy  schedule,  he  always  finds 
time  to  care  for  his  family  and  spend  quality  time 
with  his  nephews  and  niece.  His  parents  are  Deacon 
and  Mrs.  Lavallee,  who  have  recently  retirea  from 
teaching  at  St.  Joseph's  School  in  New  Bedford. 
Bob's  12-year-old  nephew,  Aaron  Lavallee,  began  a 
fund  raiser  to  help  with  the  incredible  expenses. 
"After  the  accident,  he  got  up  Sunday  morning  and 
finished  a  letter  on  his  computer.  He  didn't  know 
what  to  do  with  himself,  this  was  his  way  of  dealing 
with  it,"  Diane  said.  Aaron  and  his  neighbor  Cindy 
Magoni  started  putting  together  milk  jugs  with  the

letter  taped  on  them  to  many  of  the  places  Bob  was 
seen  at.  The  letter  explained  the  situation  and  asked 
for  the  communities  help  to  get  him  back  in  the 
states.  "Places  where  Bobby  went  called  us  to  bring 
some  to  them,  in  Dartmouth,  Freetown, 
Rochester...,"  she  said.  Store  owners,  restaurant 
owners  and  many  other  concerned  friends  were 
more  than  willing  to  place  a  "Save  Uncle  Bob"  jug  in 
their  places  of  work.  Aaron's  parents  are  very  proud 
of  their  son's  compassion  and  love  for  his  uncle. 
When  they  talk  about  work,  he  remembers  all  of  his 
co-workers.  "He's  very  much  improved  from  the 
time  he  arrived  in  the  states.  Hopefully  this  week 
we'll  know  some  more  definite  answers,"  she  said. 

Along  with  his  family  and  friends,  his  co- 
workers also  miss  him  a  great  deal.  His  fellow 
officers  are  feeling  a  tremendous  loss  while  he  is 
away.  Rochester  Police  Chief  Walter  Denham 
describes  him  as  "one  of  the  most  dedicated  persons 
you  could  have  working  for  you.  I'd  like  to  have  10 
of  him,  if  we  could  find  them.  He's  well-liked  by 
everybody.  He  always  has  a  kind  word,  not  a  bad 
word  even  when  he's  dealing  with  people  on  the 
criminal  side,"  he  said.  He  surpassed  many  of  his 
goals  as  a  police  officer.  "No  matter  what  the  task,  he 
completed  it  better  than  expectation."  The  other 
officers  are  also  feeling  a  sense  of  emptiness  through 
his  absence.  "He's  missed  greatly,  we  hope  he  can 
get  back  into  the  work  force,  we'd  like  to  see  him 
back.  It's  a  tremendous  loss  morale  wise  and 
personnel  wise.  He  is  well-liked  by  everyone  in 
every  town,  wherever  you  put  him,"  Chief  Denham 
said.

Acushnet  Clerical  Union  Employees  regarding  a 
decision  made  last  week  that  all  hourly  wage 
employees  must  remain  in  the  building  during 
morning  and  afternoon  breaks.  The  grievance  states 
the  following  violations:  "Violations  of  accepted  past 
practice  of  leaving  the  town  hall  premises  during  the 
am  and  pm  breaks,  discrimination  and  coercion; 
other  town  hall  and  town  employees  are  being 
allowed  to  leave  the  premises  at  will,  and  failure  to 
recognize  the  union  as  the  sole  and  exclusive 
bargaining  agent  for  the  purposes  of  establishing 
conditions  of  employment."  Selectmen  said  they 
were  standing  by  their  original  decision  because  of 
insurance  and  legal  reasons.  Selectman  Hardy  and 
Chairman  Koczera  said  they  needed  the  second  and 
third  part  of  the  grievance  to  be  clarified.

response  to  oil  spills  in  the  marine  environment. 
Local  teams  are  now  the  front  line  against  potential 
spills.  Over  4  billion  gallons  of  oil  passes  through 
Buzzards  Bay  each  year  on  its  way  to  the  port  of 
Boston  and  points  north.  Oil  spills  pose  a  significant 
threat  to  the  region's  natural  resources,  public  health 
and  safety  and  economy. 

The  first  bay-wide  drill  of  the  prototypic 
team  was  held  on  November  4th.  A  mock  spill  was 
initiated  by  the  Marine  Safety  Office-East  Providence 
of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  in  Mattapoisett  and 
Marion.  Mattapoisett  Fire  Chief  Ronald  Scott  acted 
as  the  town's  Oil  Spill  Coordinator  and  the  on-scene

Incident  Commander.  The  response  and  call  out  was 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  "Buzzards  Bay 
Oil  Spill  Mutual  Aid  Response  Team  Standard 
Operating  Procedure,"  developed  by  the  Buzzards 
Bay  Action  Committee.  The  plan  was  adopted 
unanimously  by  municipalities  surrounding 
Buzzards  Bay  earlier.  The  Mattapoisett  Town  Plan 
Component  was  written  by  Chief  Scott.  Chief  Scott  is 
a  certified  HazMat  Instructor  and  has  completed 
specialized  training  from  the  Massachusetts 
Maritime  Academy's  Center  for  Marine 
Environmental  Protection  and  Safety. 

Besides  the  responding  municipalities  of 
Marion,  Mattapoisett,  Bourne,  Falmouth,  Wareham, 
Rochester,  Fairhaven,  New  Bedford,  Dartmouth  and 
the  Coast  Guard,  representatives  from  the 
Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy's  Center  for 
Marine  Environmental  Protection  were  on  hand.  The 
mock  drill  was  situated  in  Aucoot  Cove.  Responders 
arrived  at  the  scene  from  both  land  and  water.  They 
quickly  surveyed  the  scene  and  deployed  oil  spill 
containment  booms  to  protect  the  town's  natural 
resources.  In  approximately  one  hour,  booms  were 
deployed  and  many  hundred  more  arrived  on  scene 
to  be  used  if  needed.  After  several  hours  the  drill 
was  secured  and  the  responders  adjourned  to  the
